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Curtice Sees 
Biggest Year in 
Auto Industry 
Prediction Eases

DETROIT <EP> — General Motors 
President Harlow H. Curtice s pre- 
diction that 1955 might be the big­ 
gest year in automobile history ap­ 
peared likely today to ease some 
concern over mounting inventories 
In the industry — keystone of the 
national economy. 
Curtice, who earlier had forecast 
a IO per cent increase in the auto 
mobile market compared lo 1954, 
revised his forecast upward to a 
20 per cent increase late Thursday 
in a news conference in Los An­ 
geles.

Workers refused to match predic­ 
tions with Curtice. But one spok» s

right.” 
“General Motors has better econ

“If these are the right figures — 
and I have no reason to b e l i e v e 
they aren t, they undoubtedly are 
correct." he said 
Despite the highest winter sales 
in history, automobile inventories 
have been mounting toward their 
highest level in history at a rapid 
pace. 
This has caused wide con 
cern in other segments of the econ 
omy that a drastic curtailment in

But with the normally big spring 
selling season in automobiles ahead 
and sales running at their h ig h e st 
rate in history, Curtice insisted the 
stocks of GM dealers are “abnortw 
ally Rm.” despite the industry a 
mounting inventories 
He predicted the combined car

hit 7 I 2 million units. 
Ile didn f 
break down the figures but domes­ 
tic car sales probably would be 
about 6 I 2 million. 
With the extra production for 
sales in Canada and other foreign 
markets, he said combined produc 
lion might hit 8.300,000 cars and 
trucks. 
If it did. the all time marks 
•set in the boom year of 1950 would 
tumble. 
Labor Peace Essential 
Industry leaders figure one out 
of every seven persons in th,- na 
tion are dependent on some phase 
of the automotive industry The na 
lion's steel mills, rubber plan's and 
many other industries also are tied 
up closely in automobile economy 
The automobile companies use up 
roughly one-fifth of all the steel 
in the nation, and about 65 per 
cent of all rubber products 
The 
purchases of automobiles also are 
a close gauge on the entire sta te 
of national spending 
While Curtice was speaking in 
Los Angeles, another important in 
duairy figure, Benson Ford, i rice 
president of Ford Motor Company, 
in a New York speech took a less 
optimistic view 
He said produc­ 
tion now is running at an 8-million 
car a year rate but will “drop off” 
to around 6 million cars by the 
end of the year. 
The greatest uneasiness left by 
Curtice's prediction was in the quai 
location he placed upon it—"Pro­ 
vided we continue to have labor 
peace.”

Know kind and the UN 


Editorial — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
When Senator Know land of Cali- 
fornia speaks of the United Na­ 
tions. he is usually on pretty shaky 
ground. 
He seems to give play to 
his emotions and give short shrift 
to reason and fact. 
Recently he said the UN no long­ 
er can be considered an effective 
instrument of collective 
security. 
He said this hope was shattered by 
the Korean war. wherein the I 
S 
provided 90 per cent of the troops 
and only 17 of 60 UN countries par­ 
ticipated. 
Knowland charged that UN “ so 
tied us down” that stalemate was 
the only possible outcome of the 
war. 
He added that we were de­ 
nied the right of 
hot pursuit” and 
the Red enemy was protected be­ 
hind the Yalu River border. 


Let’s look at these items in re 
verse order. 
The record is plain that it was 
not the UN alone but our own gov 
em inent — first 
Democratic 
and 
then Republican — which barred 
hot pursuit and bombing beyond 
the Yalu. 
This policy was followed to avoid 
possible enlargement of the war 
to major proportions, and also be­ 
cause our troops in Korea and our 
basos 
in Japan 
enjoyed freedom 
from enemy bombing. 
As for the stalemate, that, too. 
stemmed from deliberate Ameri­ 
can policy aimed at confining the 
war, not least because it was as­ 
sumed our people were not willing 
to take on the tax burdens of an 
all-out effort 
Whatever the domi­ 
nant attiude in the UN, we tied our­ 
selves down. 
Admittedly we were keenly dis­ 
appointed at the limited extent of 
practical UN military support 
in 
Korea. We wanted more help, and 
constantly hoped for it. 


Rut Knowland might re-read the 
history our our early decisions on 
Korea if he imagines we did not 
regard it in our own interest to de­ 
fend Korea alone if necessary 
A common charge then was that 
we promoted 
UN 
action to gain 
moral backing for what we intend­ 
ed to do anyway. 
The clement of 
truth there was that we recognized 
—somewhat late—that Korea in en­ 
emy hands was a dagger of land 
pointing at Japan. 
And Japan we 
have always seen as vital to Am er­ 
ica’s own safety. 
Actually, the I N never has been 
an effective instrument of collect­ 
ive security, iii the sense of hav­ 
ing tile power to enforce peace or 
block 
major 
aggression. 
Its 
strength lay in unity among all the 
great powers, and this never exist­ 
ed, as Russia quickly showed. 
A careful look at the UN char­ 
ter, with its great power veto, and 
at the 
diplomatic 
history of the 
years 
just before Korea, 
would 
demonstrate this to most anyone— 
if not to Senator Knowland.

National Church 
Council Opposes 
Permanent UMT 


CHICAGO (IP — The National 
Council of Churches was on record 
today as opposing—but not 
too 
harshly—universal military train­ 
ing. 
A resolution condemning perm a­ 
nent U H T was approved Thursday, 
72-3, by the NCC’s General Board, 
which represents 35 million m em ­ 
bers of Protestant 
and 
Eastern 
Orthodox 
faiths 
in 
the United 
States. 
But the main opposition was to 
the word “ perm anent.” 
A resolution condemning UMT in 
stronger language—stating it would 
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lead to a “ garrison state” — was 
defeated, 38-33. 
The board said it opposed “ per­ 
m anent UMT” for “ religious and 
moral reasons,” but that it “re­ 
served judgm ent” on specific selec­ 
tive service m easures now before 
Congress. 


The approved resolution said, “ it 
is not iii accord with our heritage 
as a free nation under God. per­ 
manently to recruit our youth un­ 
der the banners of the military.”

The Eldorado high school has a 
75 cent rate compared with but a

The Eldorado city school district, 
which has a rate of S1.121!* for edu­ 
cation purposes, will lose about S3,* 
574 in tax money because ol a drop 
in the assessed valuation of the 
district, Mr. Wilson said. The drop 
is $316,337. 
Taxes this year will 
be paid on a valuation ol $5,207,589. 
Last year they were paid on a $5,- 
523,926 figure. 
The Carrier Mills high school dis 
triet, composed of ( a ir ie r Mills 
and Stonefort townships, parts of 
Brushy and Independence and part 
of Williamson county, has a 75 cent 
rate but the amount of assessed 
valuation could not be determined 
because figures are not yet avail 
able 
for the Williamson county 
area. 
However, Mr. Wilson said, 
the area in Saline county will be 
off $34,000, which means a loss of 
about $260 from Saline county tax­ 
es. 
Galatia Valuations Off
